TOWN  REPORT 


TOWN  WARRANT 


STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Atkinson,  in  the 
County  of  Rocking'ham  in  the  said  State,  qualified  to 
vote  in  town  affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Grange  Hall  in 
said  town  on  Tuesday  the  twelfth  day  of  March  next  at 
nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following' 
subjects. 

1.  To  choose  all  town  officers  that  are  voted  for 
by  ballot  and  plurality  vote. 

2.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  repairing  town  highways. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  in 
addition  to  the  $506  (five  hundred  and  six  dollars)  re- 
quired by  State  law  the  amount  of  $253  (two  hundred 
fifty-three  dollars)  to  secure  the  State  aid  of  $759 
(seven  hundred  fifty-nine  dollars)  for  State  Aid  Con- 
struction. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1000   (one  thousand  dollars)   for 
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State  Aid  Maintenance  of  highways  and  thus  receive 
$1500  (fifteen  hundred  dollars)  from  the  State. 

7.  To  see  wihat  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  snow  pathing. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  care  of  cemeteries. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  town 
Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  hire 
such  sums  of  money  as  the  Town  may  need  in  anticipa- 
tion of  taxes. 

11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate,  above  that  required  by  law, 
for  the  support  of  the  Kimball  Public  Library. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $1500  (fifteen  hundred  dollars) 
to  receive  the  like  sum  from  the  State  to  complete  the 
State  road  from  Plaistow  line  to  the  Hampstead  line 
known  as  the  East  Road  or  Eastern  Ave. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate $4100  (four  thousand  one  hundred  dollars) 
for  repairs  of  dirt  roads  to  be  spent  in  the  order  as  fol- 
lows:

Richards  Road  200.00 

Maple  Ave.  500.00 

Academy  Ave.  400.00

dred) to  be  raised  by  note  if  necessary. 

14.  To  see  of  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $3000  (three  thousand  dollars)  or 
any  part  thereof  and  receive  a  like  sum  from  the  State, 
to  build  a  Tarvia  coated  gravel  road  from  Albert  Little 
Corner  to  Salem  line  by  the  residence  of  E.  E.  Conley. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  for  purchase  of  safety  signals 
for  State  Road. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  to  repair  (Hitchcock  Bridge) 
so-called  on  Western  Side  Avenue. 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  new 
contract  with  Exeter  &  Hampton  Electric  Co.  and  so 
instruct  the  selectmen. 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  snow  fence. 

19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  from 
Grace  E  .Emerson,  executrix  of  the  will  of  William  B. 
Thomas,  late  of  Haverhill,  Massachusetts,  deceased,  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  as  a  fund  to  be  held 
perpetually  and  the  income  thereon  to  be  accepted  and 
used  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  lot  in  the  cemetery 
owned  by  said  William  B.  Thomas  at  the  time  of  his 
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decease,  said  lot  being  situated  in  the  Atkinson  Ceme- 
tery. 

20.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  re- 
gard to  instructing  the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Fund  to 
return  the  balance  of  the  Todd  Poor  Fund,  now  in  their 
possession  to  the  selectmen  of  Atkinson;  to  be  kept 
with  the  original  Todd  Poor  Fund  now  in  the  Haverhill 
Savings  Bank ;  and  to  so  act  before  April  1,  1929. 

21.  To  hear  the  reports  of  town  officers  and  com- 
mittees, act  on  same  and  transact  any  other  business 
that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Atkinson : 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  submit  herewith  my  second 
annual  report,  together  with  the  report  of  Mrs.  Thomp- 
son, Supervisor  of  music  ,and  Miss  Thomas,  School 
Nurse. 

There  were  101  different  pupils  enrolled  in  the 
elementary  schools  last  year.  This  is  6  more  than  dur- 
ing the  previous  year.  The  attendance  averaged  95.2 
per  cent  of  the  membership.  This  is  a  little  better  than 
the  average  for  the  state  for  that  year.  Five  pupils 
completed  the  work  of  the  8th  grade  and  all  of  these 
entered  High  School  or  the  Academy. 

The  old  aim  of  education  was  the  accumulation  of 
facts.  The  aim  accepted  at  the  present  time  is  the  un- 
folding and  development  of  character.  While  the  fund- 
amentals are  not  neglected,  more  attention  is  given 
to  training  in  health,  courtesy,  fair  play  and  a  rational 
and  sympathetic  attitude  toward  work.  These  at- 
tributes come  into  play  in  the  daily  life  of  each  person 
and  are  necessary  to  happiness  and  prosperity.  The 
test  of  a  person  now  is  not  how  much  knowledge  he  has, 
but  how  strong  a  character  he  has.  The  aim  or  our 
teachers  has  been  to  arouse  and  stimulate  these  quali- 
ties possessed  by  every  normal  boy  and  girl.  This  is 
being  done  not  at  the  expense  of  the  regular  curriculum, 
but  supplementary  to  it. 

The  education  of  children  is  a  partnership  in  which 
both  the  home  and  the  school  must  be  active.    Parents 
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are  invited  to  visit  the  schools  and  talk  with  teachers 
concerning  the  work  of  their  children. 

Parents  must  see  that  their  children  are  punctual 
and  regular  in  attendance.  They  should  examine  report 
cards  carefully  in  order  to  note  the  progress  of  their 
children  and  in  cases  where  unsatisfactory  conditions 
are  reported  should  get  in  touch  with  the  teacher  for 
further  information. 


The  reports  of  the  Supervisor  of  Music  and  School 
Nurse  are  worthy  of  careful  reading  and  will  give  some 
idea  of  the  fine  work  being  done.  There  are  at  present 
but  few  towns  that  do  not  hold  dental  clinics  at  fre- 
quent intervals.  Such  a  clinic  could  be  held  to  good 
advantage  at  Atkinson.  The  work  done  at  these  clinics 
is  good  and  is  available  at  a  considerable  reduction  in 
rates. 

The  new  blackboards  and  rearrangement  of  win- 
dows at  Village  Grammar  room  have  been  a  great  im- 
provement over  what  we  had  before,  and  are  greatly 
appreciated. 

I  believe  that  Atkinson  should  equip  at  least  the 
Village  Grammar  School  with  chemical  toilets.  Such 
toilets  would  be  a  great  improvement  and  in  fact  are 
necessary  in  order  to  maintain  sanitary  conditions. 
There  are  many  such  toilets  in  use  in  this  vicinity  and 
they  are  entirely  satisfactory.  Newton  and  So.  Hamp- 
ton have  recently  installed  these  toilets.  The  cost  is 
not  great. 

There  is  a  very  fine  spirit  of  co-operation  evident 
among  our  teachers  and  a  willingness  to  work  hard  for 
the  welfare  of  the  children.  Fine  school  progress  is 
sure  to  result  from  such  work.  The  children  are  learn- 
ing   lessons    in    social    and    civic    relationships    and 
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responsibilities  no  less  than  in  school  subjects.  Educa- 
tion is  not  merely  an  acquisition  of  facts  from  books, 
but  is  fundamentally  the  development  of  those  attitudes, 
habits  and  ideals  which  make  for  good  character. 

Assuring  you  of  my  appreciation  of  the  many 
courtesies  you  have  extended  and  the  worthy  service

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  supervisor  of 
Music  in  the  Atkinson  Schools.  It  is  with  pleasure  I 
look  back  upon  the  year's  work,  where  I  have  found  in 
every  case  co-operation  and  pleasant  classroom  associa- 
tions. 

The  work  in  music  is  being  carried  on  in  the  usual 
way.  The  supervisor  visits  each  school  once  a  week, 
plans  the  lesson  and  presents  step  by  step  the  music 
problems  throughout  the  course.  The  text  books  are 
from  the  New  Educational  Music  Course  by  Ginn  &  Co. 

Following  the  year's  work  in  musical  appreciation 
a  music  memory  test  is  given.  This  test  is  made  up  of 
some  of  the  world's  best  known  classics  with  the  name 
of  the  composer.  This  work  is  started  in  grade  five  and 
carried  on  through  grade  eight. 

The  operetta  "Bits  o'  Blarney"  a  Myers  Carrington 
production  was  presented  by  the  pupils  of  Center 
School  on  March  30.  Some  of  the  money  was  given  to 
the  music  department  for  records  and  some  was  used 
for  playground  equipment. 

The  pupils  at  the  Academy  are  working  on  the 
operetta  "The  Love  Pirates  of  Hawaii"  by  Otis  M. 
Carrington.  This  operetta  is  to  be  given  February  8, 
in  the  Grange  Hall.
